STUDENTS DISTRIBUTE 
ANTI-WAR STRIKE LEAF- 
LETS; WIN FIGHT 


BERKELEY,. April 4.—As a 
result of a militant fight put up 
by citizens and students of Berke- 
ley against the vicious handbill 
ordinance under which twenty stu- 
dents were arrested, it is hkely 
that a new ordinance will be pass- 


e@ and charges against the stu 
dents will be dropped. 
A delegation visited the PBerke- 


ley city council protesting against 
the arrest of the students for dis- 
tributing anti-war leaflets. As a 
result the city rhanager was in- 
structed to draw up a new hand- 
bill ordinance which would permit 
such leaflets as the students were 
distributing. 

Although twenty were originally 
arrested, eighteen only are. still 
charged with violating the ordi 
nance. The trial of the first one 
has been set for April 10. Students 
continued to distribute leaflets in 
defiance of the arrests, forcing the 
authorities to back down in their 
stand. 


The persecution by Berkeley 
officials has resulted in arousing 
interest in the students’ anti-war 
strike to be held on April 12. It 
is expected that this year over 
100,000 students will remain away 
from classes to demonstrate their 
determination to keep aut of Im- 
perialist wars.

USSR PEACE POLICY AND 
BRITISH WORKERS AID 
MOVES FOR PEACE 


BERLIN, April 5.—Fearing 
the pressure against his scheme 
of imperialist expansion which 
the. peace policy of the Soviet 
Union is exerting, it is report- 
ed now that Hitler may come 
to the Stresa Conference through 
the door left open by Britain. 


While Capt. Eden, British rep- 
resentative was conferring in 
Moscow and reaching an under- 
standing with the Soviet gov- 
ernment termed satisfactory, 
Hitler is said to have sent a 
secret note to Lord Simon, 
British foreign secretary. In it 
he is reported to continue his 
opposition to the Eastern Lo- 
carno pact and suggests in- 
stead an agreement which ac- 
cepts present German bounda- 
ries for 10 years, and individual 
non-aggression pacts (NOT in- 
cluding the Soviet Union) and 
consultation among the powers 
if war occurs. This latter, in- 
deed, provides no threat against 
an aggressor which alone would 
keep the peace by making war 
by Hitler on any other na- 
tion too risky. With the Sov- 
wet Union excluded, however,’ 
which is Hitler’s aim, the pro- 
posal would mean the closing 
up again of the rift in the anti- 
Soviet front of European im- 
perialists.

Steffens Fights War On 69th Birthday 


Lincoln Steffens, fated: Califor- 
nia left-wing journalist and chair- 
man of the Regional Congress 
Against War and Fascism to be 
held in San Francisco, April 28, 
will be 69 years old the sixth of 
this month. 

Steffens was born in San 
cisco on April 6, 1866, less 
a vear after the Civil War 
ended. American monopoly cap- 
italism, still in its infancy, had 
won a smashing victory over the 
decaying aristocratic feudalism of 
the South 

Long before he was old enough 
to know about the “system” Stef- 
fen’s family moved to Sacramento 
where they lived in the house that 
later was to become the govern- 
ér's mansion. Sacramento was a 
bawdy, thriving town at that 
time, a breeding ground _ for 
bourgeois politicians and fighting 
lawyers. Sacraménto gréw in the 
era of rising capitalism, reflecting 
the contradictions of the system, 
just as now it reflects all the 
decadence of the old in the era 
of the new.

Steffens graduated from the 
University of California in 1889. 
Later he attended the universities 
of Berlin, Heidelberg, Leipzig and 
Paris.

A series of such investigations 
convinced Steffens that reform 
fundamentally was impossible. He 
began clearly to see the inevitable 


tie up between graft and exploi-. 


tation, money and_ government, 
Wall Street and Washington; He 


always had been a liberal—now he 
was a liberal with “left-wing” ten- 
dencies.

Steffens was in Europe during 
the last years of the World War. 
He visited Russia im 1917 and 
met Kerensky. He returned and 
was forbidden to speak on the 
Russian Revolution by the pat- 
riots of San ‘Diego. Again, he 
went to Europe and it wasn’t long 
before he once more found him; 
self in Réssia—Soviet Russia this 
time—as a member of the famous 


Bullit Mission. gent in by . the 
“peace-makers” at Versailles. 
Previously after arriving in 


Kerensky’s Russia :he visited the 
American Embassy at Leningrad. 
While he talked to Ambassador 
Francis, crowds in the streets 
were shouting “Muni”’—!“Muni!” 

—“Muni!” This was in 1917 and 
the Russian workérs were demand- 
ing freedom .for Tom Mooney 
who several years before had been 
framed and sentenced to death 
on?ia murder charge out of the 
1916 Preparedness Day bombing 
in San Francisco. As a result of 
the protests of the Russian work- 
ers and workers the world over, 
Mooney’s sentence was commuted 


©by President Wilson to one of life 


imprisonment, 
Since that time Lincoln Stef- 
fens has spoken at many mass 


meetings in the struggle to free 
Tom Mooney and has contributed 
time and again to the campaign 
expenses. For years he has been 
in the forefront of the journalists 
ing classes. During the last few 
who write for and about the work- 
years Steffens has more fully sub- 
scribed to the Communist program 
of revolutionary struggle than any 
of his contemporaries. 

At the present time he is living 
at Carmel, sometimes bed-ridden, 
sometimes up and around but al- 
ways writing and fighting to the 
best of his ability for the ultimate 
victory of the wokers over their 
exploiters. He describes himself as 
a “Fellow Traveller” along the 
revolutionary road.
